All of the food regulations laid down by Di- 
rector Hoover are strictly observed—meatless 
and porkless days. Fish is the meat dish on Fri- 
days. Practically every day is wheatless day. 
The camp has its own bakery, and the bread is 
principally rye or with an occasional admixture 
of wheat flour, but very little of the latter is 
used. Almost without exception the men prefer 
the rye. 

The average cost of the mess in the larger com- 
‘pound, as shown by the records of the executive 
officer for February, is .2567 per can, which is 
nearly 8 cents under the amount allowed. 

Food for the smaller, or “millionaire’’ com- 
pound, is purchased by the,executive officer from 
funds in his charge belongint® to the interned men. 
No limit is placed upon their purchases, which 
conforms to the rule for interned military and 
naval officers, who also buy their own food.

“The average cost of the “millionaires’” mess 
for February as computed from the records of 
the executive officer, was .6591, or nearly double 
that of the mess in the larger compound for the 
Same period. This is largely accounted for by 
the purchase of such meats as ham and lamb, 
which are not served in the larger compound 
mess, and by the purchase of eggs, fruits and 
more canned goods. As the expense of the mess 
is borne by the men themselves the Government 
has not found warrant in restricting purchases ( 
as long as they are considered within reason. 

Nv limit is placed on the amount of mail re- 
ceived, which is subjected to the same rigid cen- 
sorship. 

All is not eating, sleeping and work at the 
Oglethorpe War Prison Camp. Many rational 
forms of recreation and amusement are provided. 
Baseball, football and tennis are the.~principal 
outdoor games. When the sailors of the. Prinz 
Eitel Friedrich occupied these barracks they had 
a track team and held field meets, and the com-

Moving picture shows are given two or three 
time a week, the pictures being furnished by the

The export trade of Denmark has 
been destroyed. When the Danish 
exports to England were cut off by 
the German menace in the North 
Sea, the Germans made an unsuc- 
cessful effort to secure the Danish 
surplus of food supplies which had 
formerly gone to England. The 
Danes refused to sell to the Ger- 


| mans, and as a result much of the 


food went to waste. Gradually the 
} export trade with England dwindled 
until it was destroyed. Now there is 
little to export. 

Women Voters Disappoint Germans. 

Women vote in Denmark. The 
women’s vote introduced into the ne- 
gotiations for the Danish West In- 
dies a note of uncertainty when it 
was left to a plebiscite. Fortunately, 
the Danish women, although Get- 
many looked upon them as senti- 
mentalists and traditionalists, voted 
for the sale or abstained from voting 
altogether. 

The Danes have been compelled to 
kill probably one-half of their milk 
cows; eggs are almost impossible to 
secure, as there is nothing with 
which to feed hens. Even the splen- 
did Great Dane dogs are gone. 

The commercial people in Den- 
mark, like most.commercial people 
who are officially neutral in the war, 
sold what they could. However, the 
British control, assisted by 
American vigilance, has left very lit- 
tle in Denmark which can be sold to 
Germany or to any other country. 
Although Denmark was the greatest 
butter producing country in the 
world, now only one-half pound of 
butter is allowed to each person per 
week. Pork is carefully rationed. 
Coffee and tea are almost unattain- 
able. Bread,.and sugar cards are 
carefully given out by the Govern- 
ment, and even the staple food of 
the Danes—a very excellent kind of 
margarine—is not to be bought be- 
cause of the almost complete dearth 
of fats. Electric light is fabulously 
dear. There is a project for lighting 
Copenhagen through power obtained 
from Sweden by tunnels under the 
Oresmund, but owing to the embar- 
go there is no transforming oil in 
the country. - 

“When I left Copenhagen,” said 
Egan, “it was impossible to get a 
taxicab. A few of the diplomats still 
had automobiles, but they were used 
only in case of necessity and seldom 
after 11 o’clock at night.”

They were not discussing the raid. In fact, they seemed to be avoiding 
it.

You had then something that looked like a great 
big bite taken out of the allied front; this bite was 
the low ground, flooded by the German rush, but 
on the high ground all around the semi-circle, the 
British were holding out and their artillery was 
pounding the Germans in the valley.

HOUSE PASSES BILL PROVIDING. . 
$1,312,000,000 FOR THE NAVY 


Once Now Goes to op- 

pital at Great Lakes Proposed. 

WASHINGTON, April 20 (By A 
P.).—The naval ‘appropriation bill, | 
earrying approximately $1,312,000,- 
000, immediately available to meet 
the navy'’s war requiremerts, was 
passed unanimously by the House 
late today without a record vote. The 
measure now goes to the Senate. 

A record for speed in the enact- 
ment of appropriation legislation was 
made in the passage of the/bill, only 
two days being required for its con- 
sideration. . 

The. House added approximately 
$57,500,000 to the recommendation 
of the Naval Committee. Included in 
this was an appropriation of $10,- 
205, 090 for hospitars at home and 
for hospitals is.

NEW YORK, April 20 (By A. P.). 
—On instructions from the Depart- 
ment of Justice in Washington, two

ust H. Bertich, 26 years old, and 
Theodore H. Martens, 22, both of 
New York City.

According to a confession which 
Martens is alleged to have made, 
he gathered the data about troop 
movements for Bartich, who, it is 
declared, claimed to be in direct 
communication wiih .Berlin. Mar- 
tens, it is said, declared he came to 
the United States from Germany in 
| 1914 and began his espionage ac-

MRS, KINSER SUES BANK FOR 
$225,500 OF LIBERTY BONDS 


Widow of Contractor Claims Proper- 
ty as Administratrix — Holder 
Awaits Decision of Ownership. 

Mrs. Jennie Ruth Kinser, widow 
of Thomas W. Kinser, a contractor, 
who died at his home, 4251 West 
Pine boulevard, Dec. 31 last, yester- 
day filed suit against the Merchants- 
Laclede National Bank for $225,500 
of Liberty Bonds and the interest 
due thereon. The’ bonds are in the 
bank's possession and were sub- 
scribed for by Kinser shortly before 
his death. 

The widow alleges that they were 
her husband's property and that she 
is entitled to them as administratrix 
of his estate, but the bank has re- 
fused to surrender them. She also 
sues for $27,500 damages as penalty 
for the defendant's failure to surren- 
der the property. 

Randolph Laughlin, attorney for 
Mrs. Kinser, said that the bank has 
taken the position it cannot give up 
the bonds until a question of actual 
ownership has been decided. It is 
contended that the receiver of the 
Kinser Construction Co., of which 
Kinser was president, claimed s 
title to them. 

A suit to remove Mrs. Kinser as 
administratrix, filed by other heirs, 
is under advisement in the Probate 
Court. In the same-suit her right to 
share in the estate is attacked. Mrs. 
Kinser is also being sued by her hus- 
band’s first wife on a charge of 
alienating his affections.

EMPLOYERS REPLY TO CHARGES 
OF FEDERAL CONCILIATORS 


No Necessity for Method Proposed to 
End Stric, Says Mallinckrodt—E. 
J. Miller Makes Statement. 


Two St. Louis employers, who were 
said by conciliators of the Depart- 
ment of Labor ‘Friday to-be in an 
agreement to obstruct the strike set- 
tlement policies of the Department of 
Labor, give in reply their reasons for 
rejecting the suggestions of the con-' 
ciliators to end strikes at their plants. 

Edward Mallinckrodt, president of 
the Mallinckrodt Chemical Co., one 
of the employers named, admitted he 
had declined the offices of the con- 
ciliators and explained his action by 
saying there was no necessity for the 
method proposed. 


E. J. Miller of the St. Louis Screw 
™9., also mentioned in the statement, 
said he declined the suggestion of the 


employes of the company. 

Both Mallinckrodt and Miller say 
the strikes are virtually at an end 
at their plants. R. L. Niedringhaus, 
president of the St. Louis Metalware 
Co., a third man mentioned by the 
Federal conciliators, could not be 
reached for a statement. 

The statement of the Government 
conciliators, made by Oscar F. Nelson 
and David W. Benjamin of the De- 
partment of Labor, who have been in 
St. Louis several weeks trying to end 
strikes by bringing employe and em- 
ployer into conference, said that 600 
men and women had gone on strike 
at the Mallinckrodt plant, 700 at the 
St. Louis Screw Co. and 125 at the 
St. Louis Metalware Co., and that 
Mallinckrodt, Miller and Niedring- 
haus refused a request to meet com- 
mittees of the strikers. 

“We told these empldyers that it 
was clearly their patriotic duty,” the 
statement said, “‘to at least make an 
effort to reach an understanding 
with their employes iff order that in- 
dustrial production could be resumed

heroism of a young. American sol- 
dier, George Scott, 17 years old, of 
Minot, S. D. This case came under 
his observation on his recent trip 
to the American sector. The story 
as told by Maj. Simmons, was: 

“Scott had been gassed during a 
day’s fighting and didn’t know it. 
His captain—Hoover was his name 
—saw the boy’s condition and took 
him into his own dugout until 
night should come and he could be 
sent back for treatment. But when 
hight came, the Hun came, too. 
Cap. Hoover left Scott’s bedside and 
rushed out to lead his men. When 
the Germans come over the top, the 
Americans don’t wait for them. 
They go over their own top and 
meet them half way. Cap. Hoover 
was killed almost immediately. 
Others of his officers were wounded. 
A lieutenant, out of it, sat .on the 
top’ of the American trench direct- 
ing .the fight. The engagement 
lasted all night. When morning 
came among the Americans who 
came back to the trench was Scott. 
He had left his bed in the Captain’s 
dugout and had fought through the 
night, escaping without a scratch. 

“Not only that but he dragged 
himself back three, miles and a half 
to the first Red Cross station he 
could find.

“*T guess I got a little gas,’ he 
said, ‘could I have a cup of tea?’ 
He was given the tea and fellina 
faint. When he was revived a min- 
ister from Boston was bending over 
him.

“T haven't any particular method.” 
“But,” the interviewer persisted, 
“there is certainly some certain 


course you pursue to convert tail end 
clubs into pennant contenders, such 
as you have in the past.” 

Jack studied a moment, then spoke: 
“Well, I don’t know how to tell you, 
But come down and sit on the bench 
with me and figure it out yourself, if 
there's anything ‘to figure,” 

The invitation was accepted and 
during the final gwame of the spring 
series with the Browns, the writer 
was the guest of the Cardinal mana- 
ger on the bench throughout the en- 
tire nine innings. Hence, so far as his 
doings that day will give an insight 
into Hendrick's managerial methods, 
this story is intended to enlighten 
those whe would know how Miller 
Huggins’ successor runs his ball club. 


In Strange Surroundings. 

It must be considered right from 
the start that Hendricks was in 
charge of a club that day which he 


had seen perform but twice the pre- 
vious year. But his knowledge of 
players and. their idiosyncrasies, 
gained through long personal asso- 
ciation with them, has apparently 
stood him in good stead, for Jack 
has adapted himself to his men and

But Hendricks is not a czar. He 
knows he is in a stfange league and 
consequently, he maintains an open 
mind. Suggestions by the dowen were 
offered him during the particular 
game referred to and Jack listened 
attentively to each one. He reserved 
final judgment, but many were ac- 
cepted and proved of benefit to the 
club. 


Players Offer Advice. 

The players have evidently become

what should be done. And in not a 
few cases, Hendricks doesn't wait for 
this advice to be given him, He asks 
for it. 

Nor is Jack the type of manager 
who drives his players. While several 
plays arpse during the game, which 
ineant sSuceess or defeat, Hendricks 
accepted them as they came up. He 
never once lost his composure, nor 
the faculty of quick thinking, which 
he apparently has developed to a high 
degree. 

Hendricks does not “ride” the 
athietes.

This site has a frontage of 403 feet 
on Union boulevard by an extensive 
depth, and is only separated from 
Forest Park by the railroad right- 
of-way, thus forming a superb site 
for a galaxy of buildings of this 
character.

Many Leases Not Renewed. 

The demand for apartments in the 
West End, and on the South Side, on 
behalf of renters and investors, is' 
the redeeming feature of the realty 
market. A number of agencies are 
declining to renew leases for terms 
extending beyond Oct. 1, 1918, owing 
to the uncertainty as to what the 
prices of coal will be in the fall. No 
leases are being renewed at former 
rentals, advances of 10 to 15 per 
cent being demanded by many land- 
lords ostensibly to counterbalance 
the increased prices of maintenance. 

As an illustration, there is a three- 
story family building in the West 
End, the first floor of which is rent- 
ing for $45, the second floor for $50 
and the third floor for $45. The ten- 
ant of the first floor is surrendering 
his lease to remove to a bungalow in 
the county. 


A couple who had just come from 
New York to St. Louis to live were 
tipped off abouf the apartment in 
question and, as the story runs, they 
lost no time in inspecting it. It was 
what they wanted and they imme- 
diately deposited money for a lease 
of the suite for two years at $47.50 
a month, but the owner. who is a 
woman who thinks before she acts, 
said, “Nay, nay, Pauline,’ to her 
agent, which in this instance is the 
Dyas Realty Co., and told it to return 
the deposit and not to rent the apart- 
ment for less than $52.50 a month. 

Thus the higher rentals dertved 
from apartments are the incentive to 
capitalists to purchase buildings in 
this. category for permanent invest- 
ments, the prices of which, accord- 
ing to agents, have not been in- 
creased whatsoever, as a result of 
their greater earning power. 

Profit From Lenses Reported. . 

Accordihg to Raymond G. Scott of 
the Oreon E. and R. G. Scott Real Es- 
tate Co. agent for the building, 12 
leases of apartments in the Pettingill 
on Berlin avenue, east of De Baliviere’ 
avenue, have been released at 19 per 
cent advance over the former rentals. 
The apartments were surrendered by 
‘persons who had leased them last 
fall, but who for business. reasons 
removed from the city.

The tenants. in this instance. were 
given the preference of either con- 
tinuing in the apartments until fall 
at former rentals without leases or 
of renewing the leases at the ad- 
vance rentals.

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FEW days cago ‘26 Broad- 
way’—that mystic New 
York number known al! 
over the world as the 
headquarters and sym- 
bol of Standard Oil— 
was the scene of a sin- 
gular incident. Into the portals of the 
great white skyscraper, sacred these 
many years as the very holy of holies of cap- 
ital and monopoly, there strode a group of 14 
working men. They were not in the least abashed. 
With confidence they entered the elevators thereto- 
fore dedicated to multimillionaires and mounted to 
the ornate rooms where directors bad sat in majesty 
to decide the affairs of the globe’s vastest and richest 
trust. These toilers were right to feel no diffidence. 
For they had come to accomplish one of the strangest 
of industrial revolutions. They were about to take 
oyer into their hands an important part of the gov- 
ernment of Standard Oil. 

When they departed a few hours later, a historic 
upheaval in American trade had been consummated. 
Standard Oil had been quietly converted into an indus- 
trial democracy. 

“Standard Oil, an industrial democracy!”” The two 
terms seem mutually destructive. On the one hand a 
huge corporation, not so long ago the very sign and 
symbol of capitalism in its most sinister manifesta- 
tion; branded with the synonym of ‘‘Octopus,” extend- 
ing its hungry tentacles into Wall street, into state 
capitals, into the capital of the nation itself. On the 
other band, a phrase embodying the most radical 
ideals of those who would extend into commerce the 
political maxim: “Government of the people, by the 
people and for the people.’’ 

Yet the two opposite trends had, under the influence 
of the war, been compelled to coalesce, and, weirdly 
enough, the intiative came from Standard Oil itself. 
How portentious the change is may be seen from the 
fact that the conference at 26 Broadway put into effect 
the four following startling innovations: 

1. The representative government idea is intro- 
duced, by making provision for the workingmen 
to elect representatives to appear for them in 
conferences with the corporation. 

2. The elected representatives of the workmen 
and the representatives of the company will here- 
after, in joint conference, decide upon all wage 
adjustments. 

3. Any workingman, feeling that he has been 
unjustly discharged or suspended, may, through 
an appeal to his elected representative, have the 
matter impartially investigated in conference. 
The labor representatives will have a decisive 
voice in questions not only of firing but of hiring. 

4. The workmen are to have a model housing 
system provided at Bayonne, but are to choose the 
model themselves through their own elected “rep- 

‘ resentatives. 

These remarkable* facts came to light when the 
Standard Oil Co. of New Jersey announced a few 
days ago a wage increase of $3,000,000, with the estab- 
lishment of far-reaching annuities and sick benefits, 
and the general improvement of living and working 
conditions at its plants. When C. J. Hicks, executive 
assistant to the chairman of the board of directors, 
was asked for further details about the welfare work 
and other plans for the benefit of the employes, he 
replied, surprisingly' 

“J'm afraid I can’t tell you much. You see, we don’t 
know much further detail ourselves. We have no cut- 
and-dried schemes of welfare work. The company and 
the men are working out things together.” 

In that last sentence is summed up the corporation's 
new policy. In labor relations, in welfare work, in 
regulations for the employment and discharge of 
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Employes at New Jersey plants, by corporation’s invitation, elect 
representatives who meet with officials and adopt program for 
future joint government of workingmen’s relations— Wage earn- 
ers to be consulted concerning salary adjustments, have func- 
tions of employing and discharging workmen in own hands, and 
decide on plans for model housing at Bayonne’ :: 


workmen, in future wage adjustments, the Standard 
Oil Co. of New Jersey is not planning “to do things 
for its employes.” The company and the men “are 
working out things together.”’ 

The movement began on March 25, when 4 notice, 
from which the salient paragraphs are quoted, was 
posted in all the New Jersey plants: 

“ANNOUNCEMENT TO EMPLOYES. 

“This company invites the co-operation of every 
employe in séeing to it that its long-established policy 
for fair treatment of all employes in matters pertain- 
ing to wages and working conditions is maintained, 
and the company, on its part, desires to co-operate 
as far as may be helpful with each employe in his 
plans to provide satisfactory living and social condi- 
tions for himself and family. ; 

“In order that each employe may be enabled thus 
to co-operate most effectively, the company invites 
employes to elect from their own number, by secret 
ballot, men in whom they have confidence, who shall 
represent them in dealing with officers and other rep- 
resentatives of the company in matters of mutual in- 
terest, this election to be on the general basis of one 
representative for every 150 employes, with at least two 
representatives in each division of the work. 

“The persons thus selected by the employes will be 
their duly elected representatives at a joint meeting 
with the representatives of the company, which it is 
proposed to hold at 26 Broadway, New York, April 1, 
1918, for the purpose of getting better acquainted and 
of discussing matters of mutual concern.” 

Two days later 92.2 per cent of the total number 
of wage earners cast their ballots, electing 14 repre- 
sentatives. These gathered April 1 and adopted, in 
joint ballot with representatives of the company, an 
elaborate “Outline of Labor Relationships,” including 
the four conspicuous features listed above. 

The representative government idea was embodied in 
the following provision: 

“Joint conferences of employes’ representatives and 
company representatives shall be held at each of the 
works at least quarterly to discuss any matters of 
mutual interest. A general conference of all em- 
ployes’ representatives from the various works and 
the company representatives shall be held annually, 
at the call of the president. At all joint conferences 
the number of company representatives shall not ex- 
ceed the number of employes’ representatives.” 

The matter of wage adjustments are dealt with in 
this paragraph: 

“Future wage adjustments shall be made in joint 
conferences between the employes’ representatives in 
the divisions affected and representatives of the com- 
pany, such adjustments to be subject to the approval 
of the board of directors.” 

In the matter of employing and dismissing employes 
there has been organized at each of the works an 
employment department, responsible to the superin- 
tendent of the works, which will have the fellowing 
double function: 

1. To engage all new employes. 

2. To investigate and approve or disapprove all 
recommendations for the discharge of employes. 
For the assurance of justice in the matter of dis- 

charges and suspensions the men, according to the 
agreement reached at the joint conference, have two 
safeguards. The first is a list of oifenses, agreed upon 
by the workmen’s representatives, for the punishment 
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of which these penalties may be in- 
voked. The second is the right of 
the penalized employe to take an ap- 
peal, through his own elected repre- 
sentatives to the Employment De- 
partment. 

“It has long been a cause of com- 
plaint among wage earners that they 
were completely in the hands of the 
foreman,’ explains Hicks. “Our aim has been abso- 
lutely to do away with any such sense of injustice. 

“In the first place, the list of offenses for which a 
man may be dismissed or suspended has been ap- 
proved by the men through their representatives. They 
say: ‘“That’s right; if a man does that, or that, or 
that, he ought to be fired.’ But even so, the rule is 
merely that he may be discharged or suspended—not 
that he must be. And if he is, the foreman cannot do 
it alone.’’ The foreman, in fact, can do nothing but 
recommend penalties against the men. The rule cov- 
ering the subject is this: 

‘“Foremen finding that the interests of the business 
require the suspension or dismissal of an employe 
for the commission of any one of the posted list of of- 
fenses, or for the commission of any other offense 
after warning notice shall be given, shall report the 
case fully to the Employment Department. This de- 
partment, after investigation, may approve the pro- 
posed suspension, or arrange to transfer the employe, 
or, if the facts warrant, discharge him after securing 
the approval of the superintendent of works.” 

In fixing the right to appeal, the outline lays down 
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“Any employe who feels that he has been unjustly 
treated or subjected to any unfair conditions, has the 
right of appeal to -the general superintendent and the 
higher officials of the company, provided that he shall 
first seek to have the matter adjusted by conference, 
in person or through his regularly elected representa- 
tives, with the foreman or the Employment Depart- 
ment,” 

Among the offenses which the employes’ represen- 
tatives agreed merit discharge are drunkenness, car- 
rying concealed weapons, fighting, indecent or im- 
moral conduct, stealing, malicious.mischief, cruelty to 
animals, carelessness in regard to safety of other em- 
ployes, smoking within prescribed limits, carrying 
matches other than safety matches, insubordination, 
absence from duty without notice or permission, mak- 
ing false statements concerning accidents, sleeping 
while on duty and using drugs. 

The fourth outstanding feature of the new “indus- 
trial democracy” is that exemplified in the arrange- 
ment regarding the housing of employes at Bayonne. 
The procedure to be followed is an example of the sys- 
tem upon which future welfare work will be based. 
The corporation has invested $200,000 in a new Bay- 
onne Housing Corporation, of which $50,000 was sub- 
scribed by the elder John D. Rockefeller. It has em- 
ployed an architect who is a widely known expert in 
the planning of model cottages, tenements and work- 
men’s dwellings. It proposes to build the best houses 
possible for the men to live in—not as a charity, but 
as a business proposition; with a maximum profit of 
6 per cent on its investment. 

But the directors and experts will not dictate how 
the houses will be built. The men themselves are to 
decide that. The architect will submit his plans to 
the workmen’s representatives. He will say to them, 
speaking for the company: “Do you like this? Or do 
you like that better? Or just what do you think best? 
You know what you want, so you choose.” 

The company, it is explained, wishes to co-operate 
so far as is helpful in the provision of satisfactory liv- 
ing and socia] conditions for its employes and their 


families; but it is of no mind to ram such satisfaction 
down its workmen’s throats.

Little Prince Alexis never was the 
victim of an attack by Nihilists, 
declares a woman who for 23 
years was first maid in waiting 
to the former Empress, but suf- 
fered from an hereditary malady 
which caused his blood vessels to 
become ruptured upon the slight- 
est provocation—How the Czar- 
ina became one of the most un- 
popular sovereigns in Europe

HERE must be some mistake. It is 
impossible that Niky has sacrificed 
our boy’s claims!" cried the Em- 
press of Russia when word was 
brought her that her husband had 
abdicated his throne. She kept re- 
peating the phrase over and over, 

until, compelled at last to believe that her inform- 

ant, an official of the court, had spoken the truth, 
she flew into a towering rage and exclaimed: 

“He might at least, in his fright, have remem- 
bered his son!”’ 

Thus in the first shock of the fall of the house of 
Romanoff, the thoughts of Alexandra Feodorovna 
were upon exile only as it would affect the little 
Prince Alexis, perhaps the most unfortunate figure 
of all European royalty. Born after the Russian 
people had virtually given up hope that there would 
be an heir to the throne, the joy of his advent was 
tempered by the fact that he was so frail that it was 
a question whether he would survive. As he grew 
into boyhood he was stricken time and again with an 
hereditary malady which each time threatened his 
life, and when, just as it seemed that this had been | 
overcome and that he would be vouchsafed a vigorous 
manhood so that he could rule the Russian people, the 
revolution made of him simple Alexis Romanoff and 
condemned him to a dreary existence in far-off Siberia. 

The wretched health of the little Prince caused the 
wildest sort of rumors concerning him to emanate from 
Russia, especially during the year 1912. One of these 
was that he was stabbed by a nihilist emploved as a 
gardener at Spala,_ the 
Czar’s shooting box in Po- 
land, during the momentary 
absence of his governess. 
Another report had it that 
when on the royal yacht, 
Standart, he was shot by a 
man who slid down a rope 
over the vessel’s side and 
escaped. Admiral Chagin, 
commander of the _ royal 
yacht, killed himself, and 
the report was that he was 
chief conspirator in a plot 
to arrest the Czar, kill the 
little Czarevitch and place 
Grand Duke Michael on the 
throne. Again; a news dis- 
patch from Berlin said that 
a noted German surgeon 
had removed:a tubercular 
kidney from the heir apparent. The Czarevitch was 
suffering from tuberculosis of the knee joint, said an- 
other report. It also was declared that he was injured 
when attempting to spring into a boat. 

How much truth there was in any of these rumors 
now is revealed for the first time by a woman who 
for 23 years was first maid in waiting to the former 
Empress. Her years of service ended only with the 
exile of the Romanoffs, though she says she would 
have followed the family to Siberia if she had been 
allowed. Once a free agent, this woman, Mme. Marfa 
Mouchanow, set down on paper the story of her ex- 
periences in the Russian court and it has just been 
published in book form under the title of “My Em- 
press,’ by the John Lane Co. Here is the real story 
of the first years of Prince Alexis’ life, in her own 
words: 

“The Empress * * * became passionately at- 
tached to this child of promise, and almost painfully 
and morbidly devoted to him. Unfortunately, te proved 
a most delicate little mortal, and for the first years 

that followed upon his birth the doctors who attend- 
ed him hardly hoped they would be able to save his 
life. He was born with an organic disease, or rather 
defect, a weakness of the blood vessels, which ruptured

ou the slightest provocation, causing hemorrhages that 
sometimes could not be stopped for hours. For a long 
time his condition was hidden from the public, but 
alt last concealment became impossible, especially 
after an attack which occurred about two years be- 
fore the great war, which was of so serious a nature 
that the child’s life was absolutely despaired of. A 
few months before this he had been obliged to under- 
go an operation for hernia and had bare- 
ly recovered from the effects of it when 
an accident brought about the hemorrhage 
which for weeks resisted every remedy 
employed to stop it. 

“IT have spoken at length of this seri- 
ous illness of the little Alexis because so 
many ridiculous tales were put into cir- 
culation concerning it, tales which were 
as malicious as they were foundationless. 


the object of any attack of nihilists, and 
all the detailed circumstances which some 
newspapers related concerning him were 
all of them pure invention. It is suffi- 
cient to say that when 
the imperial family were not 
yacht, but were staying at 
Spala. 

“For more than two 
years after this attack the 
boy was not allowed to walk and was 
constantly carried about in the arms of 
a sailor from the tmperial yacht whom 
he had taken into his affection, and who 
to this day is with him, having chosen 
to accompany him to Siberia.

the Russian people. In her domestic life, it was 
said, she was domineering, and she was pictured 
as ‘leading the Czar around by the nose.”’ She was 
always at outs with her husband's relatives, we 
have been told, and continually antagonized mem- 
bers of the highest society in Petrograd and else- 
where. Altogether, the picture was one which left 
Alexandra Feodorovna with scarcely a redeeming 
trait. 

But there has been painted by Mme. Moucha- 
now an entirely new portrait of the former Czar’s 
consort. This picture shows us a woman who, 
when she became the bride of Nicholas, had an 
intense longing to fill her high position accepta- 
bly—to “make good." But from wedding to exile, 
claims her defender, she was continually the vic- 
tim of unfortunate circumstances and her motives, 
no matter how good, always were misunderstood. 
The picture is that of an unhappy Empress want- 
ing to do right, but doing the wrong thing at 
the wrong time, finally shunning society and Rus- 
sian royalty as much as she could and deriving 
what pleasures she got out of life from the care 
and rearing of her children and her daily life with 
her husband. 

Even the wedding of the “Princess Alix’’ was 
marred by an unforeseen incident. The hairdress- 
er, who was to adjust the crown and bridal veil, 
“could not be found; no one knew where he was, 
nor could anyone take his place. At last it was 
discovered that a zealous official, believing his 
ticket of admission invalid, had refused to let 
him enter the Winter Palace. A whole hour went 
by before this was discovered, and the marriage 
was delayed for that length of time, to the 
wonder of the thousands of people assembled to 
witness it, in the various rooms and halls cf the ime 
périal residence.” 

In none of the imperial palaces, either in the then 
St. Petersburg or in Czarskoi Selo, had suitable apart- 
ments for the Czar and his bride been prepared. They 
were compelled to pass the first months.of their wed- 
ded life in the Anitschkoff Palace, in small rooms 
which Nicholas had occupfed as a bachelor. The 
rcoms were uncomfortable, there was insufficient space 
for the wardrobe of the bride, and she was without 
a sitting room, being forced to borrow that of the 
Dowager Empress, her mother-in-law, when she wished 
to receive anyone. 

“Of course, this was not pleasant for her,’ says 
Mme. Mouchanow, “and I will add that it put her from 
the very outset in a false position which she felt 
acutely. * * * The Dowager Empress was, in her 
way, just such an authoritative character as was her 
daughter-in-law, therefore the two ladies soon found 
themselves in strong opposition, and though they did 
not own to it, became heartily tired of each other. 

“Alexandra had not good taste, but she cared for 
dresses, and liked to see hers renewed as often as pos- 
sible. She had the idea that as a sovereign she ought 
to dress with great magnificence from the very first 
hours of the morning, and 
She disdained the simple 
tailor costumes which, on 
the contrary, were so much 
liked by her mother-in-law. 
The latter had been the 
best-dressed woman in her 
empire, but she had never 
fussed about her clothes. In 
a small house like the 
Anitschkoff Palace the serv- 
ants knew, of course, 
everything that was going 
on, and much gossip passed 
between the maids of the 
two Empresses, those of the 
young one complaining to 
the attendants of the Dow- 
ager of the fussiness of 
their mistress in regard to 
her toilet. This gossip 
reached higher than the houskeeper’s room, and con- 
tributed to the reputation for caprice that Alexandra 
Feodorovna acquired almost immediately after her 
marriage, a reputation that was to cling to her and to 
harm her so much in public opinion later on.” 

After the birth of their first child, the Grand Duchess 
Olga, the royal family took rfossession of apartments 
(Continued on Page 14.) 
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in the Winter Palace. The Czar had had his wife's 
rooms fitted up with gorgeous silk hangings. copied 
from those which adorned the rooms occupied by 
Marte Antoinette in the Royal Palace of Fontainebleu 
in France. He intended this for a pleasant surprise, 


but she, always of a rather melancholy nature, was 
superstitiously affected by this remembrance of the 
unfortunate Queen and became filled with premo- 
nitions. 

“It has never yet been told,”’ relates Mme. Moucha- 
now, in explaining the weight of sadness which always 
seemed to be pressing upon the Empress, “that when 
the Empress was quite a child in London an old gypsy 
woman whom she had met when walking with her 
sisters in Richmond Park, had prophesied misfortune 
ts her and her sister Elizabeth, saying that they would 
both marry in a distant country, where nothing but 
tears and sorrow awaited them.”

rials is satin embroidered in gold or 
silver, with serge; combinations of col- 
or are apt to be quietly harmonious 
rather than gaudily striking. Most of 
the skirts measure but one and one- 
quarter yards around the bottom; a 
yard and a half is considered very 
wide, but such narrow skirts are in- 
compatible with activity and are 
shown mostly on gowns designed for 
house wear. Over these narrow foun- 
dations are draped printed chiffons, 
foulards, marquisettes richly and heav- 
ily embroidered—all sorts of delicate 
“lady-like’ materials — discreetly 
draped, many times hanging straight 
from the shoulder and loosely drawn 
in around the natural. waist or slight- 
ly below by wide soft sashes, strips of 
beaded material or golden cords end- 
ing in a loop.

Here 
one also finds endless variation of de- 
tail; all materials from chamois, some- 
times embroidered in silk or wool, 
through soft foulards, satins, to stiff 
brocades; collars, waistcoat and belt 
are sometimes of one material, and 
sometimes so designed that they may 
be worn either in or outside the jacket. 
Occasionally the blouse is so designed 
as to form the waistcoat.

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How Philanthropist and Elis School Are Opening 
New World to Natwon’s Most Unfortunate Children 


Institution at the top of Cowee 
Range, near Asheville, N. C.., 
now seven years old, is re- 
claiming younger generation 
of region from ignorance and 
indifference, and the great 
ravager of the South, hook- 
worm — Founder and _ his 
eleven assistants work for 
$75 a year and never can re- 
ceive more—200 St. Louisans 
among financial supporters 
of their efforts ge: ge: 


BOUT eight years ago a young 
man of the name of Allen 
was graduated from the Uni- 
versity of Michigan and went 
South “to grow up with the 
country.” So far as he had 
any plans he rather thought 
he would get a job with some going con- 
cern and by diligent application mate a 
mark for himself in the commercial world. 
While he was looking about he came into 
the mountains of Western North Carolina. 
The people there interested him and he 
stayed to study them awhile. The pitiable- 
ness of their condition, together with the 
promise of better things that seemed to be 
in them, took so strong a hold upon him 
that he soon abandoned all previous ideas 
as to the work he should do and decided 
to devote the efforts of the remainder of 
his life to aiding those he was among, particularly 
the children. 

That was how the Cowee Mountain School, Incor- 
porated, on top of an eminence of the Cowee range, 
between the Blue Ridge Peaks and the Smokies, and 
47 miles southwest of Asheville, came to be estab- 
lished. By appeals to persons he knew and by adver- 
tising, Allen obtained enough money to buy 100 
acres of mountain land on which were a shack, a log 
barn, a pigsty and a corncrib. He began business 
with one teacher, himself. | 
The school now owns 536 
acres of land, on which are 
buildings and equipment 
that bring the value of the 
plant up to $70,000. Eleven 
teachers have been added, 
three of them men, and 
eight women. Two of the 
women are trained nurses 
and one of the men a doc- 
tor. The 11 were recruited 
from all parts of the United 
States, and all are at the 
school solely because of 
their interest in the work, 
for the salary of each teach- 
er, including President Al- 
len, is $75 a year. None 
can in any way derive more 
from the school in a pecu- 
niary way. The school prop- 
erty is under the control of 
a board of trustees, and the 
terms of incorporation make 
it impossible that it shall 
ever be diverted to other than school purposes. 

Gradually the school has been gaining in the direc- 
tion of self support, bur there still are annual deficits, 
which are met by voluntary contributions. Some of 
the best known names in St. Louis are in the list of 
more than 200 financial supporters here of the insti- 
tution. 

The first and greatest obstacle encountered by the 
Cowee School was in the people themselves. They 
were both proud and indifferent. They came from 
sturdy ancestry. They are the descendants of the 
Scoteh-Irish immigrants who swept down into the re- 
gion through Pennsylvania from the Northern Atlantic 
seaboard, and the English, Scotch, Irish and Huguenots 
who later came up from South Carolina and Georgia. 
They remain as they were at the beginning of their 
settlement there, the most unmixed stock of the British 
Isles outside the isles. Their forefathers were men 
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of independent mind and of strong brain and muscle. 
But changed conditions, detrimental environment and 
an isolated existence have warped the outlook of the 
later generations and the ravages of disease have 
helped to sap their mental vigor and their ambftion. 

Only a few children came to the school at first. 
Nearly all of these and those who came subsequently 
were hookworm sufferers. However, the Rockefeller 
researchers already had discovered the nature of the 
disease and the simple remedy for it when the 8cho6! be- 
gan its work, and as fast as parents will 
consent to the necessary treatment be- 
ing administered to their children they 
are cured. They then become bright- 
minded, apt learners. 

The school now has 80 students who 
live there. In addition there is a con- 


back and forth from their 
homes daily. None of these 
is permitted to live at the 
school, although a much 
larger number of both 
‘boarding’ and “walking” 
students could be accom- 
modated if they could be 
induced to attend. The 
mountains are thickly set- 
tled and within a radius of 
three miles of the school 
there probable are 300 fam- 
ilies, in each of. which 
there is an average of five 
or six children. The school would under- 
take to help all of them in some way if 
they would come to it, but seven years 
has not been long enough to overcome all 
of the mountaineer’s pride and rouse his 
interest, however great the headway 
which kindness and patience have made 
toward gaining his confidence. 

Great care is taken at the school not to 
injure the pride of those who attend. 
Each is put on a self-supporting basis, or 
virtually so. To accomplish this. pur- 
pose a scale of pay for work on the farm 
has been arranged and the students pay 
for such food and lodging as they obtain. 
The pay ranges from a few cents to 10 
cents an hour, according to the age of 
the student. Food ig served at prices

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which average about 2 cents a dish. Those ~ 
who live at the school pay $2 a month 
each for rooms. Some students earn even 
more than they spend at the school, while 
some of the younger ones fall a little 
short. 

The students at the school cannot be 
Classified as ‘children,’ because. their 
ages range from 5 to 35 years. Their 
studies vary almost as much as their 
years. They get “book learning” and prac- 
tical education. Under the latter head 
the male students are taught, among other 
things, farming, fruit raising, gardening, 
carpentry, plumbing, plastering and 
broom making. Some of the practical 
studies for the girls are cooking, baking, 
sewing and all other kinds of domestic 
work, as well as the lighter forms of out- 
door work, and recently shorthand and 
typewriting and bookkeeping have been 
added to the curriculum. Wool spinning 
is to be undertaken soon. In books the 
courses go as far as the twelfth grade, or 
the equivalent of a high school education. 
The students usually reach about the 
ninth grade before they leave the school 
to assist their families. 


In seven years the school has had be- 
tween 200 and °00 students, in all of whom 
President Allen has tried to instill the al- 
truistic idea of going back among their 
people and teaching them what they 
have learned at Cowee. In many in- 
stances he has succeeded, and he feels 
that those who are willing to become 
teachers have now been sufficiently 
trained to permit him to tae the 
great step which he has had in mind from 
the beginning. He has realized that he 
could not bring all the people of the re- 
gion to his s:hool and he has planned to 
take his school to them by establishing 
branches in which his former students shall preside. 
His ambition, which he is confident of being able to 
realize, is to have 2000 children within a radius of 
25 or 380 miles of the Cowee institution attending 
Cowee branch schools within the next two years. 
How. much further he may carry his work after that 
he’dares not try to say. There is 100 miles of moun- 
tain country in every direction from Cowee into which 
it might be extended. 

In a little magazine issued by the, Cowee Schvol one 
of the women teachers relates the story of a visit to 
a mountain family as illustrative of the kind of per- 
sons with whom the school has to deal. The woman 
is Mrs. George Ashbaugh, whose husband also is a 
Cowee teacher. She was notified that a woman about 
six miles back in the mountains was seriously ill, and 
she and her husband drove there in a lumber wagon
